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Both  the  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate  are  approximately  the 
same  as  for  the  mb ole  of  Pembrokeshire , and  slightly  higher  than 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Vales.  52  of  the  deaths  were  of 
persons  over  the  age  of  70  years,  including  28.7  over  the  age  of 
30  j^ears.  The  most  common  cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the 
heart  and  circulation,  which  accounted  for  39-7  of  the  total 
deaths. 


The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  higher  than  that  for  the  last 
two  years.  There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year,  two 
due  to  intracrainal  haemorrhage,  one  due  to  prematurity  and  mater- 
nal toxaemia,  and  one  due  to  broncho  pneumonia.

VACCINATION 

Records  of  vaccinations  performed  were  received  as  follows: -

L I-UUISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA 

Primary  Immunisations  33  Reinforcement  Injections  25 

Both  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  are  carried  out  free  of 
charge  by  loco.l  practitioners,  and  records  are  paid  for  by  the 
County  Council. 


It  appears  that  less  than  25/  of  the  babies  born  in  the  area 
are  vaccinated,  and  only  approximately  a third  of  them  arc  immun- 
ised against  Diphtheria.

Both  Smallpox  and  Diphtheria  have  "become  almost  non-existent 
in  rural  areas;  but  if  the  level  of  vaccination  and  immunisation 
falls,  as  it  is  doing,  these  diseases  can  become  prevalent  again. 
It  is,  therefore,  most  important  that  parents  should  have  their 
infants  protected.

REMOVAL  TO  SUITABLE  PREMISES  Of  PARSONS  IN  NEED  Of  CARE 
AND  ATTENTION 

Several  cases  of  old  people  living  alone  mere  investigated, 
but  no  statutory  action  was  found  to  be  necessary.  These  old 
people  are  visited  by  the  District  Nurses,  and  where  necessary, 
by  the  Welfare  Officer. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  extensions  of  the  Council’s  water-mains  from  St. Florence 
to  Ivy  Tower,  Nodgeston  to  East  Moor,  and  Redberth  to  Y.napp  were 
completed  during  the  year. 

Approval  had  been  obtained  for  the  extension  of  the  Council's 
main  from  Ilodgeston  to  Lamphey,  to  replace  a very  old  pipe  line 
which  until  recently  was  a privately-owned  supply.

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PUB7.IC  CLEANSING 

The  refuse  "bins  placed  in  all  the  larger  villages  for  the 
collection  of  incombustible  articles  are  emptied  and  disinfected 
regularly.  But  many  complaints  arc  received  of  overflowing  bins, 
because  local  residents  fill  them  with  combustible  refuse;  and. 
it  would  appear  that  either  more  frequent  emptying  or  the  provision 
of  more  bins  is  necessary.
